Permanent membership for 
the Committee remains uncer- 
tain, as does its possibility for 
success. However, those per- 
sons involved seem optimistic 
about its chances, even though 
as Dean Cupkie stated, the 
Committee's growth and ma- 
turity "may be a lot farther 
down the road."

Located 
beneath the budget is the pro- 
jected Student Activity Fee in- 
come from both full-time and 
part-time students. Student 
Activity Fee income is affected 
by Avila's student enrollment.
